Met ill Convention To-I)hv In Opera House 
at H arrisburg.

Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 7.—The Republi­ 
can State Convention met in the Opera House 
to-day with full representation of delegates. 
Walter Lyon, of Allegheny, was chosen 
Temporary Chairman and Frank W. Leach, 
of Philadelphia, Temporary Secretary. Mr. 
Lyon made a sjieech in which lie said that 
“ since last the Republican party ot the State 
had assembled in convention the great con­ 
test between the two great parlies of the Na 
tion had been fought, and with no uncertain 
voice had the verdict of tlie people upon the 
question at issue been rendered. The chair 
that was occupied by Grover Cleveland when 
this Convention last met is now occupied by 
a man in whose honor, integrity, wisdom and 
patriotism the confidence and trust of the 
people repose, the Republican soldier protec­ 
tionist President, our own Benjamin Harri­ 
son. We do not only rejoice in the part 
the Republican party of Pennsylvania has 
taken in bringing this about, but wc also re­ 
joice in the fact that to the Republican party 
of Pennsylvania is due the credit ofjfurnlsli- 
ing the great political General under whose 
leadership the victory was won. And on the 
assembling of this, the first convention since 
the victory of 1888, we can congratulate our­ 
selves on the harmony wluoh prevails in our 
party.

human breastworks to protect them from his 
bullets. 
As he did not w ish to kill any of 
these men, who were there against their will, 
he locked the jail and slipped out. 
The mob 
soon broke down the doors and seize/! the 
murderer. 
As they were dra g g ing him out 
the Sheriff, who had already inform ed the 
Governor by telegraph, sprang forward and 
reached the prisoner’s side with the intention 
of protecting him. hut 
was ea sily over­ 
powered. 
Then th e ” R eg ula tors,” who had 
not even taken pains to mask their features, 
took l he prisoner to his cabin and 
banged 
him in broad da y lig ht. 
Their purpose ac­ 
com plished, the moh dbpersed and 
Went 
hom e, supposing that their manner of pu n­ 
ishment would be acquiesced iu 
by the -state 
authorities. 
Hut the matter did not com e to an end in 
this easy way. 
On Monday m orning , J uly 
29th, the Sheriff with a score o f mounted 
and well armed deputies started 
for the" 
neighborhood in which the “ R eg ula tors” re 
sided. 
O n .Monday niulit a battalion of state 
m ilitia with one hundred loaded rilies put in 
an appearance. 
The next afternoon eighteen 
m em bers/if the ly nching party were lodged 
in ja il, not at La fa y ette, but at N ew Or­ 
leans, where the donts are too strong for 
even ” R eg ula tors" to 
break them down. 
A m ong the prisoner* arc a .Mayor, a Pown 
Marshal, a "prom inent planter," a ‘ prom i­ 
nent phy sicia n,” and “ a g entlem a n w ho dis­ 
ting uished him self during the wa r in the 
Kighteenth L ouisia na .” 
T he actions o f X iclioils of Louisiana and 
Lowry of Mississippi may have carried con ­ 
sternation to several “ Southern g entlem en,” 
but it will do much to im prove the civiliza ­ 
tion o f their respective states if they show 
the courage to stand their g round and bring 
the offenders to punishm ent. 
T he question 
o f protection to the colored man is not the 
most 
vital or far reaching one involved. 
T hese Governors are looking to the suppres­ 
sion of mob violence and murder o f every 
description. 
If they succeed in this, the ne­ 
g ro will necessarily be the chief gainer.

TWO SOUTHERN GOVERNORS. 
Louisiana, like Mississippi, has found a 
Governor who thinks the honor of his state 
worth looking after. When Gov. Nicholls 
became a candidate lie promised to execute 
the laws impartially,for black men and white 
men alike. This was interpreted bv white 
men as a bid fur the colored vote, and they 
winked at each other when they heard it 
All Democratic candidates for oflice in the 
South who feel the need of a few colored 
votes to pull them through talk the same 
way. And they have such a habit of forget­ 
ting all about it after election that it does not 
cost them the vote of a single white Democrat. 
But Gov. Nicholls has shown a determina­ 
tion to keep his word which augurs well for 
the future of the state. A month ago a negro 
in Lafayette parish murdered his wife in a 
very cruel and ferocious manner. The occa 
siott was jealous}’; there were no politics iu 
it. But the criminal was a negro, and the 
white citizens of the parish determined that 
his case was not worth the trouble and ex­ 
pense of a trial. They organized themselves 
into a band of “ Regulators” and set out for 
the jail, a huudred strong. The Sheriff heard 
of theircoming, and tried to assemble a posse 
to protect his prisoner, but the people 
around the jail refused to assist him. 
When the gang arrived the Sheriff 
refused to give up the keys, and 
would have tired upon them with only his 
guard to aid him. had they not pressed thirty 
or forty negroes into the service as a sort of 
human breastworks to protect them from his 
bullets. As he did not wish to kill any of 
these men, who were there against their will, 
he locked the jail and slipped out. The mob 
soon broke down the doors and seized the 
murderer. As they were dragging him out 
the Sheriff, who had already- informed th 
Governor by telegraph, sprang forward and 
reached the prisoner’s side with the intention 
of protecting him, but was easily over 
powered. Then the “ Regulators,” who had 
not even taken pains to mask their features 
took the prisoner to his cabin and hanged 
him in broad daylight. Their purpose ac­ 
complished, the mob dispersed and y\cnt 
home, supposing that their manuer of pmt- 
isliment would be acquiesced iu by the state 
authorities. 
But the matter did not come to an end in 
this easy way. On Monday morning, July 
29th, the Sheriff with a score of mounted 
and well armed deputies started for the 
neighborhood in which the “ Hegulators” r 
sided. On Monday night a battalion of state 
militia with one hundred loaded titles put 
an appearance. The next afternoon eighteen 
members of the lynching party wore lodged 
in jail, not at Lafayette, but at New Or 
leans, where the doots are too strong for 
even “ Hegulators" to break them down 
Among the prisoners are a Mayor, a Tow n 
Marshal, a “ prominent planter," a “ promi­ 
nent physician," anil ‘a gentleman who dis 
tinguislied himself during the war in the 
Eighteenth Louisiana." 
The actions of Nicholls of Louisiana am 
Lowry of Mississippi may have carried con 
sternation to several “ Southern gentlemen,' 
but it will do much to improve the civiliza 
tion of their respective states if they show 
the courage to stand their ground and hrin 
the offenders to punishment. The question 
of protection to the colored man is not the 
most vital or far-reaching one involved 
These Governors are looking to the suppres 
sion of mob violence and murder of every 
description. If they succeed in this, the ne 
gro will necessarily be the chief gainer. 


The Ixmdon liont house is winning golden 
opinions in this country, not withstanding “ it's 
English you know.” Catching the idea.some 
Yankee genius has suggested a floating hotel 
for New-York and other cities on the 
■a coast or navigable streams or lakes. He 
ould build a roomy, clean ami safe vessel, 
with spreading hull and lilieral decks. It 
should be tilted up with large and comfort­ 
able state rooms, located so as to allow a free 
circulation of hir. The common rooms, such 
r»s the parlors, reading rooms, dining, smok- 
and billiard rooms should be of the com­ 
fortable and elegant character to be found in 
the better class of hotels ashore. A sjiecial 
feature should lie a clear promenade deck 
over all. Every afternoon ulioiit 5 o’clock or 
thereabouts the vessel should steam tothedeck 
most convenient for business men. Then 
iking them on board she would away for a 
delightful evening sail, and, returning, an­ 
chor for the night out upon the water, where 
the air would he fresh and sleep sound. All 
te evening amusements in vogue at the ordi­ 
nary summer hotel could lie enjoyed on the 
steamer hotel. In the morning, while those 
ou board were breakfasting, the good steamer 
would be bringing them to the dock again, 
ready fur am it tier day of the hot city and 
business. After landing the business men 
the boat should go out upon the cool waters 
igain with the women and children, anchor 
tiid remain till the afternoon. By these the 
day could be spent as days aboard ship are 
assed. Such a floating hotel to provide 
comntodations at the same rates as are asked 
at ordinary summer resorts. 
Was there ever a happier conception for 
comfort and luxury '! The business man 
would find his summer resort at his own 
door ; he would refresh himself with pure 
and never failing breezes during the night, 
tnd find liimsell' well invigorated in the 
morning for the work of the day. He could 
give his family a daily “outing” without 
being separated from them as is now the case 
when wife and children go to the mountains 
md he is forced to remain at home. The plan 
so feasible and so attractive, it is snrpris 
tug that it was not thought of by caterers to 
popular comfort years ago.

The Weima r Co u rier 
has p ublished a sensa­ 
tional article in which il p rofessed to reveal 
what would be the p lan of camp aign of the 
Italian Army in case of war. 
An Italian 
army, tnys the journal, would be sent to Vos­ 
ges to eo-op erate with the German armies, 
whose base of op erations would lie Metz; 
and Auslria would have to furnish 1 be means 
of transp ort fertile Italian troop s, Germany, 
on her side, help ing in the transp ort of Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian troop s for op erations against 
Russia. 
The article in the Wa rsa w Co u rier 
lias p ossibly no object but to cause French 
animosity against Italy. 
From a well in­ 
formed Italian source it is learned that the Ital­ 
ians would p robably not be called up on to take 
I he offensive against Franco, but would send 
an tit my of 200,000 men to the western fron­ 
tier to be p rep ared for emergencies. 
On the 
other hand, £ 00,000 men would be sent to 
aid Austria, and would be directed towards 
Bulgaria—a great number of them by sett. 


Dr. Oliver, of Havre, charges eider with 
being one of the agents for the transmission 
of tvp hoid fever, 
lie found the bacilli of 
that disease in the water of a p ond into 
which drained the water of a farm where he 
had a number of typ hoid fever cases, and lie 
discovered that the w. ter of the p ond was 
used on the farm in the manufacture of eider. 
This led him to investigate whether the fer­ 
mentation of eider killed the bacilli or not 
or attenuated their vitality. 
The result of 
bis exp eriments was to convince him that 
the alcoholic fermentation of tip p le juice in 
no way modified the vitality and p rop erties 
of bacilli. 
The fact is of much imp ortance, 
for dating the p ast two years typ hoid fever 
iias bi-en p revalent iu an ep idemic form till 
over Normandy , in a p op ulation of p easants 
who dtink almost uo water, and who make 
cider their beverage almost exclusive of till 
other. 
It is a very p revalent idea among 
the-e same p easants that p ond water is the 
Lest with which to make cider, and there is 
hardly one of them who does not use that 
kind ,d water in p reference to till others. As 
the p rocess of fermentation does not destroy 
the typ hoid fever germs it contains it is easy 
to understand how the eider contributes to 
the p rop agation of the disease. 
With the great imp ortance of the onion 
crop in some sections and the alarming de­ 
struction of the crop by the maggot, it is de­ 
sirable to have a knowledge of all p ossible 
remedies. 
Number 11 of In sect Life quotes 
from the Giird en rr’n Ch ro n icle, 
in which a 
corresp ondent states that “ having had his 
canli¡lowers, onions, broccol's, savoys and 
cabbages” destroyed by wholesale, lie caused 
his garden to tie trenched in the autumn and 
gave it a thorough dressing of gas lime and 
salt, continuing a slight dressing each season 
afterwards, and “ the crop s were no longer 
molested either by the onion maggot or by 
the wire worms.” 
It is p robable that cut 
worm is meant, as it is not known that 
wire worms molested cabbages, cauliflowers 
or onions. 
It may be that the use of gas 
lime with the salt is effectual, but there are 
those who have tried salt that is recom­ 
mended as a remed y who could see no benefit 
from its use. 
It seems to be a difficult mat­ 
ter to touch the case, as the maggot is the 
larva front an egg dcp o-itcd by a fly in tnc 
stem soon after tnc* onion comes up . and for 
which reason a sure remedy seems to be 
difficult. 


The Calcutta corresp ondent of the Lo n d o n 
Time« w rites: “ A case illustrating the hard­ 
ship s inflicted by Hindu marriage customs, 
and the growing feeling of revolt by native 
women, has been creating considerable inter­ 
est in Bombay. 
A young Hindu widow ap ­ 
p lied t > the magistrate for p rotection. 
She 
slated site was lcft a widow at nine years of 
age. 
She bad been cruelly treated by her re­ 
lations. and Lad determined to remarry, but 
all ln r caste p eop le threatened her with p er­ 
secution. 
The magistrate referred her with 
an introductory letter to Madhowdas lingua 
tlulas, the famous Hindu soeial-reforruer. 
who not only p iovtdcd her with shelter, hut 
arranged for her remarriage in bis own house, 
i bis is the twenty-eighth widow whom lie 
lias enabled to remarry, 10 of these marriages 
having taken p lace under his roof. 
A large 
number of Hindus were p resent at the mar­ 
riage.” 


The Province of Ontario, Canada, is p os­ 
sessed of the most extensive dep osit of rock 
sail which has je t been found on the Ameri­ 
can continent. 
The salt was first discovered 
at Goderich, about 20 years ago, at a dep th 
of 1,010 feet, by a boring which was made 
for p etroleum. 
The salt-measures extend 
over an area of 1,200 squaie miles. 
The order of the Secretary of the Navy

The W arm te Courier has published a sensa­ 
tional article in which it professed to reveal 
what w ould be lhe plan of campaign of (he 
Italian Army in case of war. 
An Italian 
Army, tty s the journal, would l»e sent to V os­ 
ges to ec-operate with the German armies, 
whose base of operations would be Metz; 
anti Austria would have to furnish the means 
of transport for the Italian troops, Germany, 
on her side, helping in the transport of Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian troops for operations against 
Russia. 
The article in I lie W arsaw Courier 
has possibly no object but to cause French 
animosity against Italy. 
From a w ell-in­ 
formed L ilian source it is learned that the Ital­ 
ians would probably not be called upon to take 
the offensive against France, but would send 
an army of SOD,000 men to r lie western fron­ 
tier to be prepared for emergencies. 
On the 
other hand, J00,000 men would be sent lo 
aid Austria, and would be directed towards 
Bulgaria—a great number of them by sea. 


Dr. Oliver, of Havre, charges cider with 
being one of the agents for the transmission 
of tvphoid fever, 
lie found tlie bacilli of 
that disease in the water of a poiul into 
which drained the water of a farm where he 
had a number o f typhoid fever cases, and he 
discovered that the w. ter o f the pond was 
used on the farm in the manufacture of cider. 
This let! him to investigate whether the fer­ 
mentation o f cider killed the bacilli or not 
or ntlennated ilieir vitality. 
T he result of 
bis experim ents was to convince him that 
the alcoholic fermentation of apple juice in 
no way modified the vitality and propeities 
of bacilli. 
T he fact is of much importance, 
for during the past two years typhoid fever 
has been prevalent iu an epidemic form all 
over .Normandy , in a population of peasants 
who ill ink alm ost no water, and who make 
cider their beverage almost exclusive of all 
other. 
It is a very prevalent idea among 
the e same peasants that pond water is the 
best with w hich to make cider, ami there is 
hardly one of them wlio does not use that 
kind of water in preference to all others. 
As 
the process of fermentation does not destroy 
the typhoid fever germs it contains it is easy 
lo understand how the cider contributes to 
the propagation of the disease. 


W ith the great importance of the onion 
crop in some sections and the alarming de­ 
struction o f Hie crop by the maggot, it is de­ 
sirable to have a knowledge of all possible 
remedies. 
Num ber 11 of Insect L ife quotes 
from the Gardener's Chronicle, in which a 
correspondent states ilia! “ having liad his 
cauliilowers, onions, broceol’s, savoys and 
cabbages” destroyed by wholesale, he caused 
his garden lo be trenched in the autumn and 
gave it a thorough dressing o f gas lim e and 
stilt, continuing a slight dressing each season 
afterwards, and ” the crops were no longer 
molested either by the onion m aggot or by 
the wire worm s.” 
It is probable that cut 
worm is meant, as it is not known that 
wire worms molested cabbages, cauliilowers 
or onions. 
It may be that the use of gas 
lime with the salt is effectual, but there are 
those 
who have Iried salt that is recom­ 
mended as a remedy who could see no benefit 
from its use. 
It seems to be a difficult mat­ 
ter to touch the case, as the m aggot is the 
larva from an egg deposited by a ily in tnc 
stem soon after the onion comes up. and for 
which reason a sure remedy seems to be 
dillicult. 


The Calcutta correspondent of the fondón 
Times writes: " A ease illustrating the hard­ 
ships inflicted by Hindu marriage customs, 
and the grow ing feeling of revolt by 
native 
women, has been creating considerable inter­ 
est in Bombay. 
A young Hindu widow ap 
plied to the magistrate for protection. 
She 
stated site was lcft a widow at nine years of 
age. 
She had been cruelly treated by her re­ 
lations. and hart determined to remarry, but 
all her caste people threatened her with per­ 
secution. 
T he magistrate referred her with 
an introductory letter to Madhowdas lingua 
tlulas, the fam ous Hindu social-reformer. 
who not only provided her with shelter, but 
arranged for her remarriage in bis own house, 
this is the twenty-eighth widow 
whom he 
has enabled to remarry, 1G of these marriages 
having taken place under his roof. 
A large 
number of H indus were present at the mar­ 
riage.” 


The Province of Ontario, Canada, is pos­ 
sessed of the most extensive deposit of rock 
salt which b.ts yet been found on the Am eri­ 
can continent.
